cations. An eligible producer is 
one who has picked ana thresh­ 
ed peanuts within his acreage 
allotment. Provisions have been 
made for producers who usually 
plant some peanuts for hogging 
off. 
Peanuts, to be eligible for a 
loan, when in approved storage 
on a farm must be merchantable 
farmers’ stock with three per­ 
cent or less damage, and not 
over 15 percent foreign material., 
They must 
contain 
not 
more 
than 10 percent moisture. 
Loan applications will be re­ 
ceived by the County PMA Vom- 
mittee, and samples of the pea­ 
nuts to be placed unoer loan 
will be taken by a representa­ 
tive of the County Committee.
